THRILLING STORY OF ANGELO MAAZ

Claims to Have Witnessed the Killing

Wilkes-Barre, Feb, 17.—<The trial of

Sherift Martin and his deputies for the
shooting of the miners at Lattimer
wns resumed this morning with the
examination of a number of the strik-
ers, John Pupka testified to hearing
one of the deputies at West Hazleton
sAy: “You had betler get off the road,
You may get hurt. We are golng to
shoot., That's the sheriff's orders.”
Angelo Mate told the jury he saw
seven or elght men fall at Lattimer.
One wounded man tried to get on hia
feet, when a deputy ran over and shot
him #everal times in the back, killing

him. Matz, on cross-examination, wd-
mitted that he had been sent to the
penltentiary  for attempting to kil

three men, but sald he was innocent,

Andrew Yeamot and John Dally tes-
tified thut they were shot while run-
ning away.

Anthony Kizelvics, the next witness,
told nothing new in his examination In
chief, but in the crosg-examination ad-
mitted that he pleked up o #tone at
West Hazleton,

The next witness, George Casperiok,
had to be earried Into court on & big
chalr by four men. He is still suffer-
ing from a horrible wound received at
Lattimer, His arms and legs are para-
Ivzed, he cannot feed himself nor dress
himeelf, and is entively helpless, The
bullet, which entered his head, Just
over the right ear, i still embedded
there and, os he says, he cannot see
well and all the time feels & rattling
In hi= head. He =ald that at Lattimer
he wus abour twenty-five feet from
the hewd of the line; he did not hear
whitt the sherlfY sald; he saw him go
ek toward the deputies and the
shooting commenced gt opee, 1 atart-
e to run and had gone but a few stepa
when I recelved a bullet in my head.”
